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ORATORY AND THE JURY. 

In an account of how the jury came to its decision 
about the guilt of Chicken Joe Campbell, one of the 
jurors remarked that all of them had tried to forget 
“that two day siege of oratory.” 

He meant, of course, what lawyers call their clos- 
ing arguments, but his name was a better one. 

Any one who has attended trials in person or 
through the newspapers must be impressed with 
this inconsistency in their conduct. For weeks the 
lawyers, hair neatly combed, surrounded with clerks 
and law books, devote their energies and their atten- 
tion to keeping improper evidence from the record. 
Any appeal to prejudice is nipped by the judge, and 
the lawyers ere meticulous about the propriety of 
each question.

Her first husband was a Capt. William 
Harrison of the English army. and she 
eloped from him with Sir Schomberg 
about three years ago, abandoning her 
husband and three sons, in order to cast 
in her lot with McDonnelh A divorce ofa 
somewhat sensational character ensued, 
in which Sir Schomberg figured as co- 
respondent, and as soon as ever the decree 
| was made absolute he married the lady. 
The -cireumstances of the divorce 
caused his retirement from his important 
310,000 a year office of permanent secre- 
tary of the government department of 
public works. The department in ques- 
tion includes the supervision and mainte- 
nance of the various royal palaces and 
‘parks, and is charged with every repair 
and alteration. This being the case, the

Chicago Judges Frown on 
Manhattan’s Feminine 
Hosiery Exposure. 


The length—or lack of length, rather—of 
a woman's skirt in New York has found 
Chicago unprepared for its brevity. Mu- 
nictpa!l judges are shocked. And although 
a skirt reachi to the knee may not be 
considered too short in the east, it is much 
too brief for Chicago women, A skirt 
to the shoe tops to them is the right and 
proper length—but to the knee—impossi- 
ble! 

This is what some Chicago jurists think 
of knee length skirts: 

Judge Jamen C. Martin-——“ If women 
should wear skirts to the knees, then men 
would have to wear blinders.’ " 


Judge Charles A. Willilamse—"“ Wom-' 


en ought to be ashamed of themselves in 
such short skirts. They wouldn't wear 
‘em here.” 

Judge Joseph E. Ryan-—" We're not 
prepared for the abbreviated garments 
and can’t go the lack of length in skirts

Men Blown to Atoms by Great 


Blast at Du Pont Works | 


Near Wilmington, Del.

RUMORS OF PLOT DEMED, 


Wilmington, Del. Nov. 30—Thirty-one 
workmen were killed and six probably 
fatally injured today in an explosion of 
four tons of black powder at the Upper 
Hagley yard of the Du Pont Powder com- 
pany. It was the worst accident that has 


occurred in any he company's plants in 


a quarter of a century. 

The cause of the blast is not known. 
According to a statement issued by the 
company, the origin “ will probably al- 
ways remain a mystery.” Nevertheless 
a severe investigation has been instituted 
and every employé who was near the 
building that was blown to pieces will 
be put through a thorough examination. 


Teutonic Employes Warned? 
Reports have been current here for sev. 


ral days that notices had been found 
nailed to trees and fences along the roads 
leading to both the Hagley yards and the 
Carney’s Point plant of the Du Pont 


compeny, warning all employés of Teu- 


tonic origin that they would imperil their 
lives by continuing to work at either 
place. Persons who claimed to have seen 
such notices declare they remained in 
position for only a few hours at a time. 


Officials of the company declared to- 


night, however, that they had made a 
thoroagh investigation of these reports 
and had found nothing to substantiate 
them. 


Nearly all the victims of the blast were 


young men between 16 and 21 years of 


age. The greater number of them lived 

in and about Wilmington. 

The explosion occurred in a packing 
house where black powder pellets are 

prepared for shipment. These pellets are 

used for rifles and other purposes, much 

of the powder, if not all, being shipped 
to the warring nations, 


Three Blasts in Succession. 

The packing house was situated ina 
valley along the historic Brandywine 
creek and was one of 4 large group of. 
email buildings which make up the Upper 
Hagley plant of the Du Pont company 
about three miles northwest of the city. 

It was 1:30 o'clock when a slight ex- 
plosion was heard in the neighborhood, 
followed by another one a trifle heavier 
which was quickly succeeded by a ter- 
rific blast that not only rocked the whole 
valley, but shook and startled Wilming- 
toa. 


Great Hole in the Ground: 
A great column of smoke rose from 
the spot where the packing house stood 
and when the cloud disappeared there 
was only a big hole left in the ground. 
Workmen who survived the tremend- 
ous blast said the scene was one of horror. 


From every tree left standing in the 
neighborhood there were hanging either 
pieces of fiesh or parte of clothing worn 
by the unfortunate men. 


Twenty-six men were tn the packing 


house when the powder exploded and were 
mangied beyond identification. The four 
other victims were blown to pieces while 
at work outside the pecking house. 


The pellet packing house was 4 one 


story frame building, 18x20 feet, and was 


divided into six rooms.

Expect Injured to Die. 

The men injured were outside the plant. 
They were struck by flying debris and 
They were sent to

injured that not one_of them is expected 
to survive.
